2. The Exneditinn left Hong-Kong Harbour on 
Saturday, the 2lat August, but, in consequence of 
Tight winds, did abt clear the Lemma passage 
until Monday the 23d, and on the eveningof 
we arrived in the outward anchorage of Amoy, a few 
shots ouly having been Gred, ay we were running 
through a ehatu of idands, which form the mouth 
of this anchorage, and moat of wittch the Chinese had 
fortified. Ax it was blowing very fresh, I could not 
get on board the flag ship until the following morning, 
when I ncconipavied their Execilencies Sir Henry 
Pottinger aud Admiral Sic Wallitw Parker, inthe 
Phlegethon Steamer, to recounoitre the defences, with 
8 view to the vommencement of immediate operations, 
‘The Enemy allowed us to do so without fring a shot,

It appeared expedient 
therefore to make a simulianeous attack on these two 
prominent lines of defence. 

4. It was proposed that the two Line of Battle 
Ships with the (wo large Sivamers, should attack the 
sea defeuices on the island af Amoy nearest the town, 
and that some of the smaller verscls of war should 
open their fire to protect the landing of the Troops, 
which was to be effected below the angle formed by 
the junction of the eastellated wall with the sea-line, 
while tho remaining vessels should engage several 
flunking butteries thit extended beyond these works.

7. While these operations were going on upon the 
Amoy side, the Island of Koo-lang-soo was ably ut 
tacked hy the frigates, and the troops landed. Major 
Ellis, with someo! the Marines and Cameronians, who 
firat landed, climbed up the racks, to the I 
battery, and, gallantly 
uenly from the works on the heigh 
defended with some spirit, continued. his progress to 
the North side of the Island, while Major Joliuatone, 
who closely followed up with the rest of the troops, 
proceeded across it and carried the remaining works, 
thus putting usin possession of this very important 

ition, Major Johnstone roporta that Bt. Captain

8 On Amoy, a chain of steep rocky hills running 
from the range already mentioned, transversely to the 
beach, fill intercepted our view of the city, the 
the outer town lay beneath my advanced post. The 
gune having been landed by the exertions of the Ar- 
Gllery and Sappers, and brought on far enough for 
support; had a strovg force opposed our advance, L 
decided upon foreing the position in my front, which 
appeared extremely strong ond well-calculated to be 
held during the night. Having made the necestary 
disposition, 1 directed the 1hth Regt, to advance 
‘up & precipitous gorge, where the Enemy huil two 
small works, while the 49th were to pass through 
the outer town by the road tothe same hills, exten 
1g their left, after gaining the pass, to the works 
above the beach, 80 a8 to open a communication with 
the shipping.

9. Owing to the boisterous state of the weather, 
and the delay in the return of the Steamers, the 53th 
Regiment had not yet landed, but this was effecied at 
aylight the fullowing morning. I regret ta any not 
without loss, a boat having been swamped and 5 men 
unfortunately drowned. ‘Thus re-inforeed, 1 pushed 
strong parties of the 18th and 49th Regiments down 
to the outskirts of the City, in the North-Eustern

aud many shops in every street deserted, but full of 
Shar-shu—it is matter of great satisfaction that these 
instances were 40 few. 

14. Duritg our stay upon the island, I did all in 
my power to prevail wpon the respeotablo mercbants 
and householders, who had so much at stuke, to aid 
me in protecting property, which they readily promis- 
ed—bnt their appreieusion of appeuring to be on 
friendly terms with us was ‘so great, that I could 
obtain no effectual assistance from them, and was 
unable even to get u Chinese to rémain with the 
guards at the gates, aud point out the real ¢wners of 
huuses within the citadel, for the purpose of granting 
them free egress aud ingress.

My Loxp,—Ic is with much gratification that T have 

the honor of anuouncing to your Lortl- 
No. 7. ship, the capture of the City’ of Amoy 
and the Tsland of Golong-svo, (whieh 
forms the West side of the Harbour), together 
with their stroug lines of Batteries and Sea Defences, 
mounting above 228 Guns, by the Combined Forces 
of Herr Mujesty, after ashort, but vigorous attack, 
‘on the 26th instant, with very trifling lots on our part. 

‘The Expedition, comprising the Ships of War here- 
afer named, aud 21 Transports cont the Land 
Forces, Military and Vietualling Stores, &e., undor 
the commend of His Exeelleney Major General Sir 
Hugh Gough, soiled from the anchorage of Hong- 
Koug on the Qlxt, and fortunately arrived off the 
Ananda at the entrance of Amoy Bay, by sunset oa 
‘the 25th, it was then beginning to blow strong, but 
favored by fair wind, and good moonlight, witi 
the tage of the local knowledge uf Captain 
Bourchier of the Blonde, the Fleot were pushed into 
the Bay, and anchored in security for the night. 

A few shots were disebarged at Her Majesty's Ships 
as they passed between the fortified Islands, but no 
iachicf was done. 

It blew too hard during the night to admit of any 
Boats leaving the Ships to sound, or make obser- 
vations ; but no time was lost after daylight in ree 
connoitring the Chinese Positions, in which the Ge- 
neral and Sir Henry Pottinger did me the favor to 
accompany me, in the Phlegethon Steam Vean 

‘We found the Batteries und Works of Defence on 
the entire Sen face, strengthened by every means that 
the art of these active people could devise: present- 
ing « uccenion of jee and Outworks, from the 
extreme outward points of this extensive Bay, until 
‘within about three quarters of w mile of the enirance 
ofthe barbour, where a high Barrier Wall was con- 
structed from the foot of a steep and rocky Mouutaia, 
to a sandy Beach on the Sta; and from this latter 
point, w atraag*casrmated Work of Granite, faced 
‘with soll, and cecasionsl small Bastions with Parapets 
of stone, to afford flanking defences, was continued to 
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the very Suburbs and ontrance of the Harbour, from 
whence were masked Batteries with sand bags, 
until opposite the North East point of Golong-too 
Islagd, altogether 152 Guns. ; 

‘On the Island of Golong-+00, which ia the key of 
Amoy, strong Butreries, mounting in all 76 Guna, 
wera’ also placed in every commanding position for 
flanking the approach to the harbour («hich is scarca. 
ly alfa mile wide at the entrance) und protecting 
the accessible points of landing. pa 

‘As it was of the utmost importance with’ a view 
to ulterior operations, and the advanced period of the 
present Monsoon, that we should be delayed as short 
‘atime as possible at Amos, it was determined thar 
within the Barrier W and on the 
Island of Golong-saa, should be immediately attacked 
by the Squadron, and the Troops landed within the 
Barrier’ as soon as it might be practicable, to take 
the Batteries in the rear: for this object the Wellese 
ey aud Blenheim were ordered to anchor against the 
strongest Batteries on Amoy, and as near the entrance 
ot the Harbour as possible, 

Pyladey, Culumbine and Algerine 
treme point of the line and cover the landing of the 
Troops, flanked by the heavy Guns of the Sesostris 
and Queen Steaw Vessels ; the Phlegethon and Neme- 
sis being appointed to receive the Troops, and tow 
in the Boats for landing them. 

ie attack of the Island of Golong-sno, where we 
hod rearon to apprehend the water was thoaler was 
assigned to Captain Bourchier uf the Blonde, with 
the Druid and Modesto, 150 Marines. under Captain 
lis, and a detachment of the 26th Regiment under 
Johnston. 

Pending the necessary preparations for disembark- 
ing the Troops, and moving the Ships iuto. their ap- 
pointed positions, a communication was received fi 
the shore, requesting to know the object of our vis 
to which the answer No. 1 was returied. 

About a quarter past one, a steady and favorable 
breeze having set in, the Squatron weighed and pro- 
ceeiled to their Skposirie being the 
most advanee wy fice before any ree 
turn was made, ined by the Queen, 
and both commenced action with good effvet. 

‘The Wellesley and Blenheim after ranging along 
the line of Works on Amoy under a smart fire, were 
anchored by the stern about half-past 2p. w., admi 
rably placed by Cuptains Maitland and Merbert in 
10 fathoms water, within 400. yards of the principal 
Battery precisely in the position allotted them: and 
the Craizer, Pylades, Columbine and Algerine, thok 
their stations with equal judgment, 

The Blonde, Druid and Modcate reached their 
positions againet the Batteries on Goloug-sao, a few 
ntinutes earlier, but their Captains found such 
difficulty from the shallowness of the water in placing 
them satisfactorily, that, to effect this object they 
very epiritedly carried their Ships into almost their 
own draft. 

The Bentinck had been appointed to sound the 
Channel ahead of the Wellesley as we ran in, which 
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j Lieutenant Collinson very skilfully performed, and 


then gallantly anchored the Brig within the entrance 
of the harbour, where she was joined by the Sesostria, 
which was placed by Captain Ormsby in a very 
judicious rituntion for relieving her, and the other 
‘Ships froma flanking fire. 


‘The fire of the Chinese soon slackened under the 


(excellent Gun practice of the Squadron: At half 


part 3,1 had the satisfaction of seeing the Marices 
aud 26th Regiment land on the Island of Gotong-eao, 
and the British Colors planted on the Batteries: ‘The 
Modeste nad Blonde ood into 
the inner harbour, and after silencing ae they pacsed 
the Town Batteries which were out of our reach, they 
anchored completely insidé, and abredat of the City, 
taking possession of 26 War Jute, with 128°Guce'o 
board, ina state of preparation for sea, but deserted 
by their Crews,
